Fire Damages Unfinished 
Fine Arts Building 


The fire of still undeter¬ 
mined origin which damagedl 
the uncompleted Fine Arts 
Building on Tuesday, January 
13, may have cost as much as 
$25,000. 

CAROL S. Murphy, Agricul¬ 
ture Instructor, turned In the 
alarm when the Initial explosion 
shook his house at Hawks Road. 

THE BLAZE APPARENTLY 
started Inside the pit at three 
electrical transformers belong¬ 
ing to Weakley County. 

Alter a second explosion, he 
spotted the fire and called Earl 
Knepp, resident engineer. 
Electrical System destroying 
them and damaging the air 
handling units and electrical 


wiring. Smoke and heat black¬ 
ened the brick walls facing 
Mt. Pella Road. 

"The Martin Fire Depart¬ 
ment responded immediately 
after being called. OU In the 
transformers fed the flames 
pretty rapidly,” Knepp ex¬ 
plained. 

FIRE MARSHALS who were 
summoned to Investigate the 
scene found no indication of 
arson. 

"I DON’T THINK it will 
materially delay construction,” 
Knepp commented on the fire’s 
effects. 

The building Is scheduled for 
completion by summer quarter.

Educational Funds Still Lacking 


The State of Tennessee has never been noted for Its eco¬ 
nomic aid to education, and this campus has been a traditional 
tail-end Charlie when it comes time to hand out the meager 
funds. 

BE IT AN oversight, a question of priorities, or a matter 
of political Influence, the Martin campus las never been given 
the monetary support that other institutions have rated. 

Tins may be the year for a “Great Leap Forward” — figura¬ 
tively speaking. 

IF THE 1970-71 continuation budget is passed by the state 
legislature as expected, the university will benefit from the 
greatest percentage Increase of funds In the state. The per- 
student appropriations will jump to $992, an increase of 21.42%. 

Of the ten regional and UT-system Universities in Tennes¬ 
see, UTM may climb from the low position by passing East 
Tennessee State (at $997 per student) and equaling Austin Peay 
(also at $992). 

UTM WILL STILL remain below the average per-student 
appropriation of $1,012 for the six regional universities — 
ETSU, APSU, Memphis State, Middle Tennessee, Tennessee 
State, and Tennessee Tech. And UTM will still be under the 
average of $1,314 for the four UT-system schools — UT Knox¬ 
ville, UT-Chattanooga, UT-Martin, and UT-Memphis Medical. 

One of the most Interesting parts of the proposed appro¬ 
priations Is the funding for UT-Chattanooga. Although the Mar¬ 
tin campus has more students, staff, and facilities than the 
UT system's newest member, Chattanooga will make the second- 
largest Increase and pull $1,066 In per- ‘udent appropriations. 
This is being done because UTC is a .ew” school In the UT 
system — but the University of Chatt-.fooga itself was first 
established in 1886. 

THE FUNDS PROPOSED for this year are not set yet, and 
there probably will be no alterations in the present plan. The 
economic gains for this school are Important, but In com¬ 
parison to other schools like Chattanooga, there Is still 
room for Improvement. 

Vast sums of money don’t necessarily lead to a quality 
educational system. But without sufficient funds, even the best 
educational institutions are hampered.

The purpose of this article 
Is to Inform you, the student, 
of the problems and prices of 
big name entertainment and the 
reasons SG selects certain 
ones. 

THERE ARE many things the 
entertainment committee looks 
into before choosing a “Big 
Name” to perform here. The 
main factor is the price which 
is scaled to the co6t of the en¬ 
tertainment. 

Then we check the reputation 
of the performers. Do they ar¬ 
rive on time? Are they co¬ 
operative ? Do they put on con- 
sistantly good shows ? 

DO THEY MAKE unnecessary 
demands on the available faci¬ 
lities? Do they make a habit 
of canceling after their con¬ 
tracts have been signed? Do 
they have pulling power to get 
good crowds? 

This campus receives this 
and other information on groups 
which perform at other colleges 
from the National Entertain¬ 
ment Conference. 

How big is our budget? Well, 
we don’t have one. We rely on 
ticket sales. 

We would like to get Creed¬ 
ence Clearwater Revival one of 
the most popular hard rock 
groups. They usually contract 
at $25,000, and limit their ap¬ 
pearance to large auditoriums 
where they can get a good per¬ 
centage, which means even 
more money to the performer. 

Hie Rascals are another ex¬ 
ample. Their price is $15,000 
for one 45-mlnute concert. Is 
it worth it? 

The entertainment commit¬ 
tee has been very fortunate in 
not having experienced the con¬ 
flicts other schools have had. 

“SAM and Dave” appeared 
at Xavier University last year. 
A good crowd showed up, but 
there was one problem. Dave 
did not show up. Xavier offi¬ 
cials said Sam did a commend¬ 
able joe performing alone. 

Last year, Sam and Dave were 
scheduled for an out-door con¬ 
cert at one university. It failed 
to include a rain clause in the 
contract, and on concert day it 
stormed. 

The school had sold 4,000 
tickets and for a 2,000-seat 
auditorium. School officials 
recommended that the enter¬ 
tainers split their show In half 
and put It on twice.

Shakespeare’s MACBETH Is a mystery. The mystery Is 
how It ever survived It’s Initial performance. 

AS PLAY STANDARDS go, Shakespeare’s story of a hen¬ 
pecked husband Is lacking. The largest fault Is in the lack at 
character motivation. There Is little reason for the char¬ 
acters’ action, and this makes It almost Impossible for audience 
identification. A stage play in which the players pour out 
their souls 
of the plot. 

The dialogue Is tedious and 
boring. People talking In 
rhymes turns old very quick¬ 
ly. Performances are Invar¬ 
iably stilted In Shakespearian 
plays because the dialogue al¬ 
lows for very little spontaneous 
action. Actors saying lines 
aloud with little movement and 
almost no emotion leaves some 
viewers cold. 

BECAUSE A PLAY is of a 
series hundreds of years old, 
andbecausethe writer has long 
since departed, criticism 
directed to the plays Is unheard 
of. A play can be bad, no mat¬ 
ter what the age. Unlike wine, 
it does not turn more flavor¬ 
ful with the passing of the years. 

William Shakespeare wrote 
plays suited for his day. 


continually respond. But if the 
actor lets the audience cry 
and feel pain for him, the magic 
of the theatre works. 

Granted that, for his time, 
Shakespeare’s plays were 
unique. But by today’s 
standards they are archaic. Art 
did not die when the Bard did. 
It built upon what he had written, 
and was made stronger and 
more beautiful. Writers look at 
past creations and strive for 
better artistic achievement. 

Shakespeare’s play touched 
on social Issues at his day. 
But they are cloaked In what 
Is today confusing dialogue. 
MACBETH Is a prime example. 

ROMEO AND JULIET was 
transformed into the superb 
and a basically good Idea was 


We no longer live In that day transformed into a good play 


and time, and empathy with his 
works Is a very difficult thing 
at best. But because his plays 
have survived, we force our 
young people to read his works 
with “great appreciation.’’ One 
day in the future we will teach 
works by James Agee, Wil¬ 
liam Inge, or Edward Albee, 
perhaps not so much because 
of content, but because of age. 

THE NATIONAL Shakespeare 
Company Isa respected theatri¬ 
cal group. But their handling of 
MACBETH was as tedious as 
the play Itself. The only bit 
of originality came with the 
“gatekeeper.” they play al¬ 
lowed for this character as a 
comedy relief. His drunken 
stumblings through the aisles, 
among the audience, and on 
stage were amusing. 

He put a great deal of life 
in the character. In doing so, 
he stole the entire play. The 
other players were totally 
emotionless. Even groans and 
cries were staged and Ineffic¬ 
ient 

ONE of die prime Instru¬ 
ments In Shakesperlan plays 
is the use of “asides.” The 
actor talks to, or down to, the 
audience. Taken in context of 
the play, it seems as though 
the actor Is talking to him¬ 
self. A character who talks 
to himself Is suspect of all 
kinds of thoughts. 

If a player cries from the 
beginning of the play to Its 
closing, the audience will not 


with the right amount ot doc¬ 
toring and addition. 

Shakespeare is not a god. His 
plays are not celestial crea¬ 
tions. Far from It. He was just 
a writer putting pen to paper. 

Because a man stops breath¬ 
ing, he does not become a 
saint Shakespeare wrote plays 
boring plays. He Is liked by 
many people and not liked by 
others. Both have rights to 
their opinions. Neither has the 
right to force his preferences 
on another.
